Claims 14-19, 22-24, 27-40 remain pending after the amendment of 21 July 2008. 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shen 
(2003/0019526) or Quarve (3,971,404). Shen shows a slide valve with a passage intersected by a 
slide bore, which holds a slide valve. The slide valve has a head 83, sealed by seal 82 and biased 
by adjustable spring 85 in a vented chamber. In response to downstream pressure, blocking 
portion 314 substantially blocks the passage. The head is connected to the blocking portion 62 by 
pin portion 61. Pressure at the passage outlet 56 is used to close the slide when pressure exceeds 
a predetermined pressure limit. Quarve shows a pump 10, load 18, and parallel branches in 
between, each having a valve. Valve 15 has head It 34, blocking portion 30, and spring 32 in a 
slide bore, which intersects passage C, D. The recitation regarding "for use in a hydraulic 
system" to the end of the paragraph is seen as suggested use only. 

Claims 37-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jenkins (UK 
102,688). Jenkins shows a valve with inlet B to outlet C passage intersected by a slide bore. The 
bore holds a blocking portion E connected by a short fat pin (formed by an o-ring) to a head 
portion above. The device is biased open by spring F, but will close above a predetermined 
pressure communicated from the passage (and ultimately from the inlet) through a channel in the 
valve (head, pin, blocking portion). The recitation regarding "for use in a hydraulic system" to 
the end of the paragraph is seen as suggested use only. 
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Claims 14-19, 22-24, 27-36 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 37-40 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
